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HOW DRUGS 
“ATTACK GERMS 


/By TREVOR I. WILLIAMS 


It is a curlous fact, and one not at 
all generally known,’ that although 
severat hundred highly skilled sclen- 
tists have for years given thelr whole 
time to the study of Penlicillin—frst 
developed by British scientists — we 
still have no certain knowledge of the 
way in which the drug acts against the 
germs it Kills. A great deal is’ known 
about the .conditlons under which the 
motld produces Perucililin in the best 
yleld; the roblem of separating the 
very sensitive drug from the scores of 
other substances with which It Is mix- 
ed Is solved; it 1s known which drugs 
are sensitive to It and which ore not; 
and there is a big store of knowledge 
nbout the way the drug must be ad- 
ministered to sccure the best results. 
Nevertheless the problem which seems 
most fundamental of all—that of dis- 
covering the way Penlcillin is so ‘dead- 
ly to certain Kinds of germs which 
cuuse disease yet without effect on 
others—still cludes’ a final solution. 
-The problem is not Mmlted to Peni- 
cillin—it relates to almost all the anti- 
bacterial drugs in current use in medl- 
cing such as for example the famous 
M and B series of drugs and Paludrine, 
the new British specific against Mal- 
aria. The problem is however so im- 
portant that many British research 
workers are giving their whole time to 
its -solution, Success will not only 


~—f-a-germ~can-mod 
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point the way to improved methods ‘of 
using the ch sting drugs, but more im- 
portant still) should suggcst how ond 
where new drugs mny be found. At 
the moment the discovery of new drugs 
for the treatment of infectious discases 
is to a large cxtent a matter of trial 
and error, Only an understanding of 
the way In which the drugs act against 
germs can lead to rational ways of 
finding now and better ones, 


Chemical Bluff 


British research workers, led by Sir 
Pat Fildes of the Medical Research 
Council, have developed a theory of 
drug actton which accounts in a very 
slmple way for mony of the facts. 
They believe that all the complex sub- 
stances necessa! for the life of -| 
germs are built up by them in 
successive stages from simpler sub- 
stances. Some germs however are un- 


able to bufld for themselves certain 


materials that they need. They. must 
get them from thelr surroundings. Any, 
substance which interrupts thi can 
prevent the growth of the germ and is 
therefore a potential new drug for 
treating infection. 

The Interruption may come about In 
various ways but probably most often 
by what is really a kind of chemical 
bluff, Dr. D. D. Woods of the London 
Lister Institute noticed that the molc- 
cules of sulphanilamide an M and B 
drug, closely resemble the molecules of 
a substance—which the scientists ab- 
brevinte to P.A.B.—that germs need in 
order to function fully. Germs in fact 
cannot distinguish one molecule from 
the other and are just as likely to ab- 
sorb the sulphanilamide as P.A.B. But 
the drug cannot take the place of 
P.A.B, in the life of' the germ and its 
growth processes arc halt 


Inactivated 

Paludrine and antimalarial drugs 
seems to act in a similar way. Its mole- 
cules apparently resemble those of a 
substance present in the blood and es- 
sential for the life of the malaria para- 
site. The parasite is deceived and. 
takes in Paludrine instead of the blood 
substance; {it is unable to use the drug 
and is quickly inactivated. 

_It seems however that the very re- 
semblance between the drug and the 
natural substance can be a source of 
danger in treating disease. Sometimes

Germs are known 

for example which are able to thrive 

en streptomycin intended to destroy 
em. 

Another British research worker, Dr. 
T. S. Work, of the National Institute 
for Medical Resenrch, has recently 
pointed out tHat Identical chemical pro- 
cesses may occur in germs and In cells 
of the human body. Useful drugs must 


‘be sought among the substances which 


Interfere with the processes peculiar to 
germs, as otherwise. they moy be as 
leadly to-the patient as to the infec- 
tlon they are intended to attack, Tho 
road to success in the war against in- 
fection may therefore He through a de- 
‘tailed. study of chemical processes 
which go on inside individual germs, 
and then seeking to Interfere with ones 
which have no paraliel in the human - 


body, 
Not Simple 


In this work a great deal of atten- 
tion has . naturally been: focused on 
Penicillin, because this is the most im- 

rtant substance we have for attack- 
ing germs which cause disease. There 
is now much evidence that Penicillin 
acts by depriving germs of a substance 
known as Glutamic Acid. Some germs 
apparently Hve without Glutamie Acid, 
or can quickly learn to do without It 
and these are therefore not affected by. 
‘Penicillin ant thrive even in-its pre- 
sence The story is however not-a sim- 
ple_one because “very recent. research 
at St. Mary's Hospita in London, using 
specially prepa radioactive Pentcjl- 


'y-its: internal-econo-—|- 
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in, revealed tho astonishing fact that 
individual germ cells killed by the drug 
had apparent] absorbed less thon ten 
molecules of Penicillin, an almost in- 
concelvably small amount. Other  re- 
search workers however claim that 
molecules of Penicillin attach them-: 
selves to the german they kill as thickly 
as the bristles of a brush. This per- 
plexity is still to be sorted aut. 

They still do not know for certain 
how drugs kill germs. British 
research workers are “steadily get- 
ting nearer tn.o solutign of the pro- 
blem. The information they are gain- 
{ng enrouto 1s already proving of prac- 
tical importance in the never ending 
wor ogainst disease: F 


RHEUMATISM 
RESEARCH | 


Millions of sufferers from rbouma- 
tism all over the world may eventually 
benefit from the research now being 
carried out in Britain. To givo 
Impetus to this vital work will 
of the chief aims of the British Rheu- 
matic Association which has just been 
formed in London. 

The Association has been launched 
by the King’s physician, Lord Horder, 
and will make the welfare of rheuma- 
tic patients {ts special concern. It al- 
ready has the support of some of Bri- 
tain’s leading doctors and will diroct 
the attention of local authorities to the .- 
need for special clinics and convales-. 
cent homes, 

Rheumatism is one of the most com- 
mon diseases In Britain but-its exact 
couse is still not known. It is the 
hope of bacterlologists to make @ vac 
cine from the virus detected in rhou- 
matic tissues which will act og an im- - 
munising agent.. As present much pro- 
gress In treatment is being mado in , 
Britain by the use of penicillin and 
physiotherapy. ‘ Atomic research Is 
also ‘opening up new possiblilitles in 
this field of medicine. - 

Realising that rheumatism demands 
special treatment, many hospitals in 
Britain have opened special wards and 
clinics. The new Association will seek 
to enlarge this range, provide ameni- 
ties ond stimulate interest in the re- 
sults of the research work. 


NEW DRUG FOR 
~ TUBERCULOSIS | 


P.A.S, (para-aminogalicylic acid). is 
the nama of a new drug which has 
shown reniarkable results after an 
experimental treatment in a British 
hospital of a group of pationts suffer- 
Ing with pulmonary tuberculosis. Tho 
new drug considerably strengthens 
the purpose of those research workers 
who trust that an_ efficient way can 
be found for tho treatment of tuber 
culosis by chemical means. The new 
drug is a white powder which can’ be 
administered ‘n3 a mouth solution, 
thereby avoiding, for cxample, tho 
unpleasantness of the injections meces- 
sury_with streptomycin, 

A group of patients wero treated 
with the new drug for 60 days, when 
the supply of the drug was exnausted. 
In view of the small number of cases 
and the short period of treatmen 
extreme caution should be observ 
in arriving at definite conclusions, 
It is ‘certain, nevertheless, ‘that in. all 
cases temperature fell rapidly, the 
number of tuberculosis germs found 
in the sputum of the patients decreas 
ed und the shape of the germg -nlso 


changed. ° : 

patients “treated with the new 
drug havo rapidly gained weight and 
there has also been an improvement - 
inthe clinical signs of tho disease. 
It appearg that. the drug acts in somo 
complex manner, and though -conflr-- 
mation on a larger ‘scale with careful 
controls must be undertaken before 
any ‘{inat conclusion can be . reached, 
tho results. achleved so far are certain. ° 
ly hopeful for pulmonary tuberculosis. \ -

Attacks On Russia 


The Americans, protected by 
two vast oceans, hnve been even 
more fortunate than the Britlsh 
in the matter of invasion, yet it 
in as important for them as it is 
for us to understund how large 
a part tho fear of Invasion plays 
in the minds of those who inhabit 
the Continent of Europe. ry 

Russia has been the ‘frequent 
victim of Invaslon—she has been 
invaded by the Swedes, by the 
French, by the Germans, and 
even, she may claim, by the Bri- 
tish, since we sent armed assist- 
ance to one'side in her civil war. 

France, in the last century, has 
suffered invasion more often than 
Russia, Three times in the mem~ 
ory of living men have the Ger- 
man hordes swept down upon her; 
twice capturing her capital and 
oncé ‘nccupying the whole coun- 
try. 

‘We must not, therefore, wonder 
thatinthe policy of Russia and of 
France tho prevention of invasion 
shoutd far outweigh in importance 
all other considerations.. 

The Russlans are frightened, 
They have cause to be, because 
the combined, strength of the 
British Empire, the United States, 
and France ts far great than 
theirs. i :

The German’, question has a 
very different aspect when viewed 
from tho other side of the Atlan- 
tle from that which it has when 
viewed from the other sido of the 
Rhine.
